Hew the national Board of Health
Sharps geoen la the Peat-Carrie- rs

' Efficient Mervlee Along; the
a!f Coast. ,

The New Orleans papers of Thursday con
tained a report of the appearance of a vessel
at Bay St. Louis which had given the quar
antine omciais considerable trouble ana anx
iety.

The collector of the port had received in
formation that the vessel, the Theresa G
bad two cases of yellow-feve- r on board, one
provinir fatal, and the other now on the ves
sel. No particulars save tbe above were ob
tained by Collector Badeer.

A reporter called on Dr. Bemiss, of the
National board of health, yesterday evening,
to learn further particulars ot the matter.
and found that gentleman willing to give all
the information at his command.

"The schooner alluded ta is the Theresa
G., an old offender against the quarantine
laws, and one, too, that we have had our
eyes upon for a long time. ' For the past two
or three years she has been- running the
blockade through Cat Island Pass. .We had
trouble with her in 1879." - y

''Had you been warned of her coming?
"Oh, yes; an official telegram was sent

here sUtting that there was a case of yellow- -
fever on board ot her. which probably oc
curred in Havana, as the man either died on
board of the schooner or got well while she
was yet in that port, bbe came in to Bay
St. Louis with a clean bill ot health.

"Who i to blame for this fact?" :

"1 don't know; I am not informed whether
the bill of health was given by our resident
copbuI, Hall, or by tne authorities at Havana
It is more probable, however, that she ob
tained tbe bill from the latter, as it appears
that Mr. Hall telegraphed the fact af her
having fever on board. She left Havana on
the fourteenth, and arrived at Bay St. Louis
on the eighteenth. Previous to her arrival 1

was informed that she was on the way. and
immediately telegraphed to the inspectors of
the .National board to slop her wherever she
was found.

. "Dr. Latham, the inspector at the bay,
boarded her on her arrival there and sent
her back to Ship island, where she is under
going cleaning and disinfection. I instructed
Dr. Martin not to spare soap or muscle to
get her clean. ' I believe mere in the efficacy
ot soap than of sulphur for such purposes.

"Howjdid the schooner get to Bay St.
Louis?
' "She wentthroagb Cat Island Pass, and,

by-th- way, there ought certainly to be some
means of imposing and collecting heavy fines
from water-craft- s that run the blockade in
this manner.

"No; Dr. Markham, after examining her,
telegraphed that he found everybody on
board well. . . v

"Did you tell any member of the State
board of health what you have stated?''

An Effort Made Yesterday to Organize
Wilson Executive Committee for

Shelby County Major Minor
Meriwether Chairman of the
. . Meeting; Small Attend-

ance Present.

The Proposed Two Legislative Tickets
or the Democratic Party Sot by

the Meeting by a Large
M ajorlty Compromise Pro
. posed Adjournment to

Hext Saturday.

In response to a published notice, thirty--
four citizens assembled at the Shelby county
circuit court-roo- at half-pa- st eleven o'clock
yesterday, to look on or to participate in the
nroDoaition to orcramse an executive commit
tee for the Wilson wing of the Democratic
party in Shelby county. Major Minor Mer-
riwether took tbe chair and was spokesman
of the new movement, tie delivered an ad
dress in which he gave a lot of statistics
with reference to the bonded debt cf the
State, and went over the old beaten ground
about illegal issuance ot bonus to raurosos
and the action of corrupt legislatures. , He
claimed that of the debt which, in round
numbers, was t21.800.000. over S18.000,000
constituted the railroad bond debt, and about
$2,500,000 the outside or actual debt of tbe
State. He ridiculed the statement of Hon.
JobnV. Wright that a thirty cents tax
would be sufficient to compromise the enure
debt, and claimed that on the 50--4 proposi
tion 1800,000 tax would have to be annually
collected, and on the 60-- 6 proposition over
al.000.0u0 in taxes would be neces
sary, to settle tne aeot at mat oasis ana
also pay other expenses, z,dw.uw ,wouia
have to be collected in taxes yearly to keep
up the high State-cred- it plan. He asserted
that there was but airo.UUU.lAAJ oi property
in tbe State to be assessed, and at tbe 50- -

and-- 4 basis of compromise a tax of $3 20 on
the 9100 would have to be imposed, tie said
that the poor man paid taxes as well as tbe
rich man, and that taxes were as inevitable
as death to all alike, tbe neb as well as tne
poor. He wanted no division on the legisla
tive ticket, but he believed the people ought
to eleJ, Wilson governor. He admitted that
under the technical rules of law-ih- question
of fraud in tbe issuance of the bonds by the
tbe State could not probably be established
in the courts, bnt the people well knew that
these bonds were fraudulently- - issued by
bribed and corrupt legislators.' Colsnel
Mabry had said that he gave $500,000 to
Governor Brownlow for bonds, and that he
f Mabrv I had orjened a clo'hing store at Nash
ville and furnished members of
the leeisla'nre with - broadcloth suits
at a cost of $2000 or $3000,
The Shelby county representatives should
be pledged to refer their work back to the
people . for indorsement or rejection and
should also be pledged to oppose the recep-
tion of coupons for taxes. He would vote
for no man who would not pledge himself to
these two propositions.

Mr. C. W. Frtzer said he was glad to hear
that it was not intended to interfere with the
legislative ticket of the county, but he de
sired to know how Xlr. Meriwether weuld
get out a legislative ticket representing his
views. The Republican and Greenback par
ties were attacking the Democratic party
and the Democratic party split at the Nash
ville. Eighty-fou- r out of the eighty-si- x dele-
gates from Shelby county to that convention
went there in a spirit of harmony, and he
believed that concession ought to have been
made and the bond question referred back to
the people. He was sorry to bear tbe chair
man, Mr. Meriwether, appeal to Republicans
for support to elect Wilson and break up the
Democratic party. When he and the chair-
man were dead and gone the great Demo
cratic party will be alive, because it is the
party of tbe people, and can alike check
mobocracy on one side and oligarcy on tbe
other. I Applause. I lie desired tne chair
man to explain his views as to putting out
legislative ticket. ' '

Mr. Meriwether replied that Mr. Frsusr
misunderstood him. He did not desire a con
test on the legislative ticket. He believed
large majority of the people in ' Shelby
county favored a reference of tne bond mat-
ter back to the people. It the people, irre
spective of Wright and Wilson, put out
legislative ticket it would be elected. He did
not Dledse the Wilson men in support
men who will refuse to pledge themselves
that they will oppose a reference back to the
people or oppose the proposition to make cou-
pons receivable for taxes. The legislative
ticket must be pledged to these two proposi
tions, and he would vote for no man not so
pledged.
; Mr. C. W. Frazer What do yon propose
that this meeting shall dot

Mr. Meriwether The meeting will or-

ganize a county executive committee, and
probably call a county convention to put out
a legislative ticket pledged to the two propo-
sitions. Then a man can vote for Wright
and for the legislative ticket on tbe other
side. He wanted Republicans to be also
with them, as they were interested
in the matter as others. It should not be left
to the bondholders to say how much the peo
ple shall pay.

Mr. E. L. Belcher Why not come down
to tbe Democratic convention and there make
the fight on these propositions. Then if you
are in tbe majority we will give in and sup
port the ticket.

Mr. H. J. Lynn moved that the meeting
adjourn to. eleven o clock on Saturday next,
and that due notice of the meeting be pub
lished in the papers.

Mr. Lynn withdrew his motion to give Mr,
W. N. Perkins a chance to be heard. That
gentleman said he went to the Nashville con
vention in the interest of harmony, and he
was deeply anxious as to the result. He
would not bolt. The bolters insisted only
upon a reference back to the people. He
bad still grave apprehensions as to the result.
He hoped the wisest men would come for-
ward and suggest a plan for the settlement
of all differences. He was satisfied that an
effort was making to split the Democratic
party asunder. The Republican party, when
in power in this State, stood with an iron
heel on the necks ot the people, and it now
seeks to get back into power. Should it do
so it would again set its iron heel upon our
necks, fasten upon ns burdens intolerable,
disfranchise the people again, and, unless
coalition is made, we will fall a prey to the
common enemy in Shelby county. We should
not have two sets of nominees for the legis
lature. He would vote for any mod man to
beat tbe Republicans, be that man for Wright
or Wilson. Applause.

Mr. Lynn renewed his motion to adjourn
the meeting to Saturday next, at eleven
o clock. The motion was put and carried
It was evident that nine out of every ten
present favored John V. Wright for governor
of Tennessee.
